fflM the Colie&ion of the Duty payable to His Majefty on Gold and 
fefyife Silver Plate, wrought, made, or manufa&ured in Ireland, have 
been found inefficient, and it is expedient to repeal the fame, and to pro-. 1 
vide for the better colledling and fecuring the faid Duty ;

by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and. Commons, in this prefent Parliament affembled, and by the Authority 
of the fame, That from and after the expiration of 

after the paffing of this A 61, fo much and fuch parts of an A61 made in 
the Parliament of Ireland, in the third year of the reign of His late Ma- 
jefty King George the Second, intitulpd, “ An A6t for the encouragement 
‘‘ of Tillage, and better employment of the Poor and alfo for the more 
erfedlually putting in execution an A6t, intituled, An A6t to encourage 
“ the draining and improving of Bogs and unprofitable Low Grounds, and 
2 “ for eafing and difpatching the Inland carriage and conveyance of Goods 
“ from one part to another within this Kingdom ; and alfo for laying 
“ feveral Duties upon Coaches, Berlins, Chariots, Calaffies, Chaifes, and 
“ Chairs, and upon Cards and Dice, and upon wrought and manufac- 
“ tured Gold and Silver Plate imported into or made in Ireland, for the 
“ purpofes therein mentioned ; and alfo for repealing the Duties payable 
“upon the Exportation of Wool, Bay Yarn, and Woollen Y'arn, out of 
“ this Kingdom for England,” as- relate to Gold and Silver Plate, ffiall 
be, and the fame is hereby repealed, except fo far as may concern the 
recovering, colledling, paying, and accounting for any Duties on any 
wrought Plate, or arrears of fuch Duties, or any fines, penalties, or for- 
feitures which fhall or may have become due or been incurred under the 
laid A61, on or before the expiration of the faid 
after the paffing of this A6t.

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AND, for the better regulating and feturing of the Duty on Gold and 
Silver Plate, wrought, made, or manufactured in Ireland • BE it 
Enafled, That every perfon who (hall fell or make any Gold or Silver Plate 
ill Ireland, fhall obtain^a Licence for that purpofe from the Commiffioners 
of Inland Excife and Taxes in Ireland, or any one of them, in manner 
directed by an Aft made in the laft Seffion of Parliament, intituled “An 
Aft to fecure the payment of the Duties on Licences granted to perfons 
in Ireland, dealing m excifeable Commodities and fhall be fubieft to 
Inch rules, regulation's, and reftriftiohs, as by the ibid Aft, or any other 
Aft to be patted for the like purpofe, are or may be provided and enabled 
with reipeft to fuch Licences. 

And be it further Enafted,. That all Gold and Silver Plate, wrought 
made, or manufactured in Ireland, which fhall be affayed by the AlTay

touched, marked, and affayed, the full amount of the Duty payable to His 
Majelly, His Heirs and Succeffors, for every ounce Troy of fuch Gold 
or Silver Plate, or Manufacture of Gold or Silver, and fo in proportion for 
any greater or lefs quantity which fhall be brought to the faid refpeblive 
Officers to be touched, marked, and allayed as aforefaid ; and fuch Affay 
Mailer, Deputy Affay Mailer, or Officer, fhall give a receipt for the Duty 
fo paid, to the perfon or perfons bringing fuch Plate or Manufadlure ; and 
in default of receiving fuch Duty in manner aforefaid, or of paying the 
fame in manner hereinafter mentioned, the faid Affay Mailer, Deputy 
Affay Mailer, or other Officer refpebtively^ and the laid Fraternity or 
Company of Goldfmiths in the City of Dublin, lhall be accountable to His 
Majelly, Plis Heirs and Succeffors, for the laid Duty, as if the lame had 
been actually received under the directions of this A61. 

7 AND whereas Gold and SilverWares when fent to be marked and- “gAi- 
affayed, are lometimes fent in fo rude and fo rough a flate that the fame Goods lent to 
in the finilhing are greatly leffened in weight ; BE it therefore Enabled, state. 

That the faid Affay Mailer, Deputy Affay Mailer, or other Officer to be 
appointed as aforefaid, lhall, when fuch Plate lhall be lent to be marked 
and affayed in any unfinilhed Hate, fo that a diminution in the weight 
thereof mull neceffarily remain to be made by the Worker or Manufac- 
turer thereof, before the fame lhall be finiffied, lhall, in refpect of luch 
diminution as aforefaid, make to the perfon or perfons bringing luch 
Plate, a dedublion of one-fixth part from the weight, and an allowance of 
one-fixth part of the Duty payable to His Majelly, His Heirs and Suc- 
ceffors, and lhall, at the bottom of the note or memorandum hereinbefore 
directed to be kept and filed, exprefs the deduction from the weight, and 
the allowance of the Duty accordingly. Provided always, that nothing 
herein contained lhall authorize any fuch allowance to be made on any 
quantity of Silver Plate or Manufadure lefs in weight than one ounce i roy, 
nor on any fractional part of an ounce.

fmallnefs, are not capable of receiving a mark, until fuch time as fuch Plate 
■or Manufadture of Gold or Silver ihall be affayed, touched, and marked, in

for the purpofe ot file, and. which fhall not be afiaycd, toucncd, or marked 
in manner herein directed, fhall be forfeited, and may be feized by any 
Officer of Inland Excife and Taxes, or by any Officers of Cuftoms and :

Puni'iiin^ And be it further Enabled, That no perfon fhall buy, take, or receive, 
i n the way of purchafe, barter, or exchange, any wrought or manufabtured ; 

(lamped! not Gold or Silver Plate, or Manufacture of Gold or Silver, from any Gold - 
firiith, Silverfmith, or other pefrcn av hat lb ever, working or trading in- 
wrought or manufactured Gold cr Silver in Ireland (unlefs it be Silver ;
